ro do so would entail having the con 
umer send cash through the mail or set 

ting up individual charge accounts which 
might run into the million Both, the 
company say would be complicated and 
costly and would likely result in slowe1 
ervice The company considered care 
fully the prospect of selling mailing bag: 
labels, or scrip and found all of these 
fraught with seemingly insurmountable 
problems. If stamps or scrip were sold 
the company would in effect have to e: 
tablish an independent currency—a mat 
ter that would have legal complications 

If bags were sold, says Kodak, a whole 
series of problems would arise: The bags 
having no intrinsic value in themselves 
other than a few cents, could easily be 
counterfeited, since the difference be 
tween the intrinsic value of the bag and 
the processing charge would be several 
dollars. Moreover, Kodak points out, if 
the bag were lost or mislaid, customers o1 
dealers might well expect processing with 
out further charge, thus placing the com 
pany in the position of judging whether 
or not the facts claimed were actual. Fur- 
thermore, if a clerk, through ignorance or 
carelessness, or because of being out of a 
particular bag, sold a 20-exposure bag for 
36-exposure film or vice versa, other con 
troversies would aris¢« 

For the foregoing prince ipal reasons 
among many lesser ones, Eastman Kodak 
decided that the best thing to do was to 
adopt the system that has been working 
effectively, without consumer protest 
with Kodacolor for the past 14 years

This is the best way we can describe a 
developer which has been on the market 
now for almost a year, and which is in 
this reporter's opinion the most amazing 
‘sleeper” in recent photographic-product 
history.

UFG has an exceptionally low fog level 
and produces crisp, clean negatives with 
superb highlight-to-shadow gradation 

A replenisher is available, and with it 
the working life of a quart of UFG can be 
extended to 65-to-70 rolls of film, with no 
change in developing time required from 
the first to the last roll processed 

With replenishment the cost of UFG is 
only a few mils more than three cents 
per roll 

The chart on this page briefly sums up 
our experience with the development of 
some ten of the most widely used 35-mm 


and roll films in use today. Here, in 
greater detail, is what we found in some 
six months of testing and using this de- 
veloper 

UFG is a very fast-working developer, 
and one minute’s worth of UFG counts 
for a lot more than say one minute of 
D-76 or Promicrol. Not only must you be 
fairly accurate in your timing, but special 
care should be taken to see that the film 
is immersed rapidly and immediately 
given fairly vigorous agitation. This is 
especially true when developing thin- 
emulsion films, in which case the immer- 
sion time rarely exceeds three minutes. 
Intermittent agitation should be carried 
on throughout the immersion period. Ten 
good shakes per minute are adequate, 
five shakes every 30 seconds even better. 

UFG grain is very strange. When neg- 
atives receive optimum exposure and de- 
velopment the pattern is very tight and 
extremely fine, being made up of tiny 
sharp specks. When development is
